DtSASSCMBLY: PUSH-BUTTON MODELS 

NEVER ATTEMPT TO DISASSEMBLE BEFORE UNLOADING 

1. Remove magozine by preisrrtg catch and sliding Tnagazino down 
and out of hondle, 

2. Pull back slide and examine gun to bs sure that no cartridge 
remains in the chamber. 

3. Move safety upward to ON position. This lacks hammer jo that 
it cannot be released by the trigger. It aJjo locks slide onto froiTie 
so that slide connot accidentally slip from frame when barref is 
being removed. 

4 . Grosp pistol os shown in Figure and with the fingers braced 
□ gainst the itide, press the barrel plunger cam firmly with the thumb. 
While cam is pressed tnward^ slide the barret off the front of frame 
with the other bond. 

The borrel plunger com operates os a com lock which is self tight- 
ening ond ii designed to take up any laoseness between the borrel 
and the frame. If it is difficult to unlock with thumb pressure alone, 
proceed as follows: 

a. Release safety by pressing downward. 

b. Grasp pistol as illustrated in Figure ^2 ond press thumb 
□ gainst barrel plunger cam at the some time. Pull slide bock- 
word and ollow to snap forward against barrel. This shock 



causes barrel plunger cam to unlock momentarily. If barrel is 
very tightly secured in the frame ond removal ts difficult, snap 
slide several times against the barrel breech while barrel 
plunger cam is depressed. This will drive barrel forward until 
it con be easily removed. 



When removing right-hand grip, 
be careful not to lose Slide Lock 
Spring (see part number 1155 on 
front- page illustration).

ASSEMBLY AND LOADING: 



1. Replace slide by lining up with the grooves on the frome. 

2- Hold os in Figure and while depressing barrel plunger com, 
slide borrel into position. 

3. Push barrel backwards until barrel plunger cam locks it into 
position. 

4- Push sofety upward Into ON position. 

5. Load magazine by grasping it as shown In Figure ^3, and 
groduolly depress the mogozine button as eoch cortridge is Inserted 
^ RIM END FIRST ^ through the front.

7. Release safety. 

S. Grasp pistol in one hand and with the other pull the slide oi 
far back os it will go. See Figure #4. Release slide ond it will strip 
a Cartridge from magazine and feed it into barrel chamber. Gun |j 
now ready to fire by pulling trigger. THIS IS A SEMI-AUTOMATIC 
PISTOL AND TEN SUCCESSIVE SHOTS MAY BE FIRED BY SIMPLY 
PULLING THE TRIGGER FOR EACH SHOT. 

9. Make gun safe. ALWAYS CARRY PISTOL WITH SAFETY ON — 
UNTIL READY TO USE. The sofety is located at an accessible thumb- 
tip position so that if moy be easily released when pistol is pointed 
at target. When loading into frame of pistol, be sure slide is locked 
in open position.

SIGHT ADJUSTMENT: 

Sport-King ond Flite-King pistols ore sighted in at approximately o 
SO-foot ronge. If lateral adjustment if desired because of individual 
preferences in sighting or holding, top the rear sight gently^ using o 
brass or plostic hammer. Move the rear sight in the direction you 
want the point of Impact to move. 

Field-King, Supermatic, and Olympic Pistols are equipped with 
ad|ustable rear sights which permit a fine sight odjustment for target 
shooting ot ony ronge. 

To elevate the point of impoct (gun shooting low} turn the elevation 
adjustment screw in a clockwise direction. This screw is I o coted on 
the top of the rear sight leaf. To remove point of impact to the left 
(gun shooting to right) turn windoge ad|u3tment screw in a clockwise 
direction. This screw is located on right side of reor sight base. 



ALWAYS TURN ADJUSTMENT SCREWS ONE-QUARTER TURN AT A 
TIME, OR A MULTIPLE THEREOF, TO ALLOW THE MICROMETER 
"CLICK" ADJUSTMENT TO ENGAGE. 

USE A SCREWDRIVER OF THE CORRECT SIZE TO AVOID DAMAGE 
WHEN MAKING SIGHT ADJUSTMENTS AND IN DISASSEMBLY OR 
ASSEMBLY OF THE PISTOL. 

DRY FIRING: 

In dummy firing the pistol in practice, it is best to first insert □ 
dummy shell or fired cose into the chamber. This will prevent damage 
to the firing pin and the bar ret. 

These pns will fire regular or hi-velocttv .22 caliber ammo.
